Title: Reservoir Clearance
When Used: If a reservoir will be built with a capacity of 50 acre-feet or more. A statutory
requirement for dams built after 9-18-509.

Term:
In accordance with the requirements of Water Code Section 1393, permittee shall clear the site of
the proposed reservoir of all structures, trees, and other vegetation, which would interfere with
the use of the reservoir for water storage and recreational purposes.
(0120050A)

Note - This term should be used for any reservoir with a capacity of 50 acre-feet or more which
was built after 9-18-59, the effective date of Water Code Section 1393. When a permit is issued
for an existing reservoir built after that date, the word "proposed™ should be omitted. If the
reservoir will be or has been enlarged since 9-18-59 use Permit Term 50b.
